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xhe  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  due  form,  by  the 
R.  Ex.  Grand  King,  acting  as  Grand  High  Priest,  who 
made  a  short  address,  stating  the  circumstances  under 
which  lie  was  called  to  preside,  the  M.  Ex.  G.  II.  P.  feeing 
absent  in  the  Confederate  Army  as  Col.  ot  the 
Regiment  Alabama  Volunteers. 

The  Grand  Secretary  read  the  following  communica- 
tion from  the  M.  Ex.  Grand  High  Priest,  S.  A.  M.  Wood, 
and  it  was  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the  minutes: 

COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  GRAND  HIGH  PRIEST.

Grand  Secretary  Grand  Chapter  of  Alabama, 

Excellent  Companion  : — It  has  been  rny  intention,  all  along,  to  be  present 
at  the  convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  My  present  duties  at  this  post  n< w 
absolutely  forbid  it.  This  pleasure  was  denied  tne  last  year  by  sickness.  Tl  e 
companions  were  pleased  on  that  occasion  to  give  me  their  highest  expression 
of  approbation  by  a  re-ebclioa  to  the  office  of  Grand  High  Prie-t.  For  this 
I  can  never  be  sufficiently  grateful.  It  has  cheered  me  through  a  year  of 
suffering  and  toil ;  and  in  hours  when  all  seemed  dark,  its  memory  has  opened 
a  pace  of  light  to  which  the  eye  and  heart  might  be  turned  for  relief  and 
consolation.  The  troubles  to  which  our  beloved  South  has  been  brought  "by 
the  fury,  blindness,  and  fanaticism  of  the  North,  have  so  occupied  my  mind 
and  energies,  that  I  have  been  able  to  do  but  little  this  jear  in  the  way  oi' 
masonic  study  or  ad  ion. 

I  have  seen  the  proceedings  of  but  one  Grand  Chapter— that  of  Georgia. 
The  companions  there  are,  as  ever,  steadily  working  in  the  paths  of  peace 
and  prosperity.  Not  having  the  proceedings  now  before  me,  I  cannot  accu- 
rately quote  from  them,  but  she  has  taken  action  with  regard  to  withdrawal 
from  the  General  Grand  Chapter  by  the  passage  of  a  resolutioninsubstar.ee 
as  follows : 

"Resolved,  That  the  connection  subsisting  between  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Georgia  and  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States  be  and  tie  same 
is  hereby  dissolved." 

I  leara  from  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Tennessee, 
that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  that  Slate  has  also  acted  with  a  view  to  dissolving 
the  present  body.  My  owu  opinion  is,  that  we  in  Alabama  should  sever  our 
connection  at  once,  and,  to  prevent  any  trouble  in  the  future,  that  we  should 
never  unite  with  any  General  Grand  body  of  a  masonic  character.

When  the  spirit  which  sow  yules  oar 
enemies  shall  be  crushed,'  and  the' ''halcyon  days"  have  come,  then  may  we 
all  meet  those  in  arms,  and  those  other  patriots  who  labor  to  sustain  onr 
armies,  around  our  altars  of  love,  to  rejoice  and  be  glad.

The  Graud  Treasurer  made  his  annual  report,  and  it 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts. 
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Companion  Daniel  Sayre,  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence,  made  the  following  report, 
and  it  was  received  and  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes,  and  the  appended  resolution  adopted  with  but 
one  dissenting  voice: 


Keport  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 


To  the  J/.  JS  Grand  Chapter  of  Alabama: 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  beg  leave  to  report,  that  since 
the  last  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  they  hare  received  the  proceeding^ 
of  the  following  Grand  Chapters ;

These  are  the  proceedings  of  only  thirteen  out  of  the  thirty-two  Grand 
Chapters  which  exist  in  the  former  United  States,  but  the  reception  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  others  has  doubtless  been  cut  off,  in  one  way  or  another, 
by  the  intervention  of  the  war.  Your  committee,  therefore,  proceed  to  ex- 
amine very  briefly  those  which  have  come  to  hand. 

Vermont. — The  Grand  Chapter  for  the  jurisdiction  of  Vermont  met  at 
Poultney,  on  the  9th  of  August,  and  elected  Barzillai  Davenport,  of  Brandon, 
High  Priest '  and  re-elected  John  B.  Hollenbeck,  of  Burlington,  Grand  Secre- 
tary. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  Thomas  H.  Campbell,  in  his  opening  address,  in 
speaking  of  the  G.  G.  Chapter,  says  :  "  The  General  Grand  Chapter,  in  my 
opinion,  by  its  own  suicidal  act,  (in  adopting  the  amendments  to  its  Constitu- 
tion, and  which  have  already  been  acted  upon  and  adopted  by  this  Grand 
Chapter,)  has  shorn  itself  of  all  dignity,  and  even  power  to  command  respect 
or  obedience."

And  again  :  "  this  Gen  ral  Grand  Chapter  has  been  kept  up  for  many  years 
at  great  expense  to  the  craft,  without  any  corresponding  benefit  to  Royal 
Arch  Masonry." 

And  the  Grand  Chapter  afterwards  adopted  a  resolution  dissolving  its  con- 
nection with  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Grand  Chapter  also  adopted  a  resolution  declaring,  that  the  expulsion 
of  a  member  from  a  lodge  of  Master  Masons  operates  to  exclude  him  from  the 
privileges  of  a  chapter  of  Royal  Arch.  Masons,  and  also  from  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter ;  which  resolution,  your  committee  have  no  doubt,  simply  enunc;ates  a 
clear  .masonic  law. 

Massachusetts  — Tour  committee  have  received  the  proep<  dings  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts,  from  the  Tth  .,f  December,  1858,  to  the  11th 
of  September,  i860.  At  which  latter  period,  James  Kimball,  of  Salem,  was 
eleeted  Grand  High  Priest  $  and  Thomas  Waterman,  of  Boston,  Grand  Sec- 
retary. 

-  It  is,  perhaps  significant  of  the  spirit  of  Massachusetts  generally,  that  on 
the  8th  of  December,  1858,  the  Grand  Chapter  voted  unanimously  that  the 
three  prayers  usually  made  during  the  ceremony  of  confering  the  royal  arch 
degree  be  discontinued  ;  and  the  excuse  for  it  was  that  their  uee  was  an  inno- 
vation on  the  ancient  work. 

At  the  annual  convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  held  on  the  11th  of  Sep* 
ternber,  1860,  a  proposition  to  sever  the  connection  with  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  was  ind  fiuitil    postponed. 

The  Grand  Chapters  of  Illinois,  New  Hampshire,  Ohio,  Wisconsin,  New 
Jersey,  Michigan,  Arkansas,  Mississippi,  Virginia,  and  Georgia,  met  at  their 
regular  stated  convocations,  and  transact  the  usual  busim  ss.butyour  commit- 
tee find  nothing  in  the  proceedings  of  either  calling  for  special  note  or  com' 
nient 

Pennsylvania. — What  your  committee  have  from  Pennsylvania  is  simply 
an  abstract  of  the  proceedings,  containing  the  address  of  the  M.  E.  Grand 
High  Priest,  Companion  Benjamin  Parke  ;  together  with  a  list  of  District  De- 
-  puty  Grand  High  Priests,  some  resolutions  in  regard  to  the  G.  H.  Priest  upon 
his  retirement  from  office,  and  a  very  brief  report  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence. 

From  the  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  your  committee  beg  leave  to 
make  two  short  extracts,  as  containing  matter  of  historical  interest  which 
may  be  new  to  some  of  the  companions  of  this  Grand  Chapter : 

"  My  remarks  thus  far,  outside  perhaps,  of  the  special  business  of  this  ad. 
dress,  has  been,  as  you  perceive,  of  Masonry  5  not  distinguishing  Symbolic 
from  Capitular,  Blue  from  Bed,  Master  Masonry  from  Royal  Arch.  The  fact 
is,  I  recognize  no  distinction  as  to  its  character  and  mission.  I  wish  there  were 
less  as  to  organi2ation  and  form. 

"  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  as   a  separate   and  independent  organization,  is  of

comparatively  modern  date.  It  is  bettered  that  a  largo  majority  of  the  best 
informed  Compmions,  as  well  in  Europe  as  America,  regret  that  it  was  ccr 
saseparated.  The  Royal  Arch  is  in  truth  founded  upon  and  but  a  part  of  the 
Master's  Degree,  as  is  the  Mark  but  an  appendage  of  the  Fellow  Craft.  The 
separation  grew  out,  and  was  one  of  the  results  of  the  memorable  schism  in 
England,  which  occurred  iu  the  forepart  of  the  last  century,  about  the  time 
Masonry  was  introduced  into  America.  This  schism  was  not  completely  har- 
monized there  until  1813.  The  remembrance  of  it  here  is  embedded  in  the 
phraseology  of  our  ritual,  in  the  tenn  '  Ancient  York  Mason.1  The  effects  of  it 
as  a  precedent  for  over-legislation,  change  and  innovation,  may  be*recognized 
everywhere. 

"The  earliest  mention  of  the  Royal  Arch  as  a  separate  degree,  is  in  1140. 
It  is  there  noticed  as  one  of  the  results  of  the  schism  in  England,  and  as  a 
difference  between  the  work  of  the  two  opposing  bodies.  The  secede;  s  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  called  themselves  'Ancients,'1  and  stigmatized  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  its  adherents  as  '  Moderns.'1  They  organized  as  '  Tie  Grand 
Lodtce  of  all  England,'  cat  off  the  Royal  Arch  from  the  Master's  degree,  in- 
vented a  system  of  writing  by  characters,  and  assumed  to  themselves  the  hon- 
orable  tit'e  of  '  Ancie  t  Masons,  acting  under  the  old  York  Constitutions, 
ceme-  ted  and  consecrated  by  immemorial  observance.'  The  claim  of  regular 
descent  and  authority  from  YORK,  where  Masonry  was  fit st  established  by 
charter,  and  the  first  Grand  Lodge  was  held  in  A.  D.  930,  added  to  the  gieat 
activity  and  ability  of  Lawrence  Dermott,  their  leader,  gave  this  body  great 
popularity,  both  in  Engl  nd  and  this  country  although  their  opponents  were 
undoubtedly  the  con-ui  utional  and  regular  Gtaud  Lodge,  and  patronized  and 
susta  ned  by  the  Royal  Family  and  Nobility. 

ll  Tie  first  Lodgi  iu  Pennsylvania,  of  which  Dr.  Franklin  was  Master,  was 
under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng  and,  called  Moderns,  beii:g  ISTo. 
89  on  their  Registry.  Lodge  No.  2,  and  tho  e  following,  were,  in  connection 
with  the  other  body,  called  Ancients.  The  Franklhi  Lodge  died  out  in  1780, 
and  its  number  was  not  replaced  ;  unless,  as  some  conteui,  it  was  then  as- 
sumed by  the  G  and  Lodge. 

*  The  first  Royal  Arch  Chapter  ever  opened  in  America,  of  which  any  ac- 
count has  been  pub'ished,  is  th  t  of  No.  3,  in  this  city,  under  their  L  dge 
wa>rant ;  ab^ut  the  year  1753.  This  Lodge  and  Ch  .pter  derived  their  author- 
ity from  and  held  communion  with,  the  'Grand  Lodge  of  all  England,'  c  Ted 
Ancients,  in  which  body  the  Royal  Arch,  as  a  separate  degree,  undoubtedly 
had  originated  and  been  arranged  not  twenty  years  before.  Our  Royal  Arch 
M'sonry,  therefore,  was  derived,  both  as  :o  d.ite  and  authority,  from  th  ■  foun- 
tain lvad.  If  we  have  preserved  it  as  we  received  it,  those  who  differ  from 
us  must  have  innovated  or  changed  it.  As  it  was  a  new  arrangement  it  may 
have  been  in  some  features  changed,  revised  and  improved,  without  infringing 
upon  the  landmarks  of  Masonry. 
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"The  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  is  the  oldest  on  this  continent,  hav- 
ing been  fo  med  by  our  Grand  Lodge  on  the  23d  of  November.  1795,  William 
Ball,  then  Grand  Master,  as  Grand  High  Priest*  A  communication  on  tllP 
subject  of  the  government  of  Grand  Chapters  Was  immediately  addressed  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  all  England.  The  reply  from  that  body,  enclosing  a  copy 
of  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  Royal  Arch  Chapters,  was 
received  and  read  in  our  Grand  Lodge  May  80th,  1*796. 

"Thomas  Smith  Webb,  in  the  earlier  editions  of  his  Monitor,  concedes  that 
our  Grand  Chapter  is  the  oldest,  but  dates  its  formation  in  September.  1797, 
nearly  two  years  too  late.  .''The  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  continued 
Under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  whose  Grand  Master  was  <ex  officio 
Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  until  1834,  when  the  Grand  Chapter 
was  made  rn  independent  body,  electing  its  own  officers  as  at  present* 

'•  As  the  subject  of  '  work'  or  the  ritual  and  lectures  in  the  various  degrees 
of  Masonry,  and  the  differences  therein,  are  now  being  inquired  into  every- 
where, and  as  many  are  becoming  tired  of  innovation  and  change,  and  dis* 
posed  to  obey  the  injunction  of  the  prophet,  '  Stand  ye  in  the  way  and  see, 
and  ask  for  the  old  patfes,  where  is  the  good  way,  and  walk  therein,  and  ye  shall 
find  rest  for  your  souls,'  it  may  not  be  irrelevant  here  briefly  to  refer  to  our 
Masonic  history,  aUd  state  'the  reasons  Wt£,  We  hold  our  system  of  work  to  be 
plumb,  -level  a)n&  square,  the  oft!  and  ancknt  work,  which  our  fathers  received  and 
banded  down  to  us. 

"  I  have  already  stated  that  eur  Masonry  Was  received  from  England  about 
the  middle  of  the  last  century.  It  is  not  certain  that  any  Grand  Lodge  was 
organised  in  Pennsylvania  till  after  1764,  when  \*  illiam  Ball,  Esq.,  was  com* 
missioned  from  England  as  Provincial  Grand  Master.  This  position  he  con- 
tinued to  occupy  so  long  as  Pennsylvania  was  a  colony  of  Great  Britain,  until 
he  was  <dcdbed  Grand  Master  in  1779,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  convened.  He  lived 
a  Jealous  and  well  informed  Mason  Until  1810.  His  successors  in  the  office  of 
Grand  Master  and  ex  c$tio  Grand  High  Priests  of  our  Grand  Chapter, 
include  some  o'f  the  best  and  most  eminent  men  ever  produced  in 
ou?  Commonwealth — statesmen,  divines,  lawyers,  physicians,  and  men 
of  business— learned  and  accomplished  Masons.  They  need  no  eulogy 
or  pra'se  from  me.  Only  one  name  will  be  here  mentioned,  and  his, 
merely  to  connect  the  past  with  the  present.  Bayss  Newcomb  Was  made  a 
mason  in  this  city  in  1807,  three  years  before  the  death  of  William  Ball.  After 
serving  in  Various  offices  and  positions  in  both  Lodge  and  Chapter,  he  was 
elected  Grand  Master,  and  of  course  became  Grand  High  Priest  in  1817.  He 
lived  in  the  active  exercise  of  his  faculties  until  1856— a  repository  of  Masonic 
knowledge,  especially  with  regard  to  the  work,  equal  to  any  man  of  his  gen« 
eration.  You  who  knew  him  well,  and  often  consulted  him,  know  that  what 
he  h*d  seen  and  learned  in  the  Lodge  and  Chapter  he  did  not  forget.     He  had

earned  his  Masonry  from  those  who  had  received  it  from  England  and  plant- 
ed it  here;  and  many  of  those  who  now  hear  me,  especially  our  Committee 
on  Work,  have  received  instructions  from  him  in  regard  to  the  matters  in 
which  we  are  said  to  differ  from  others. 

"Before  1720,  we  have  no  information  of  any  arranged  or  regular  system 
of  lectures  in  Masonry.  Each  Master  taught  in  his  own  way,  amplifying  or 
adorning  according  to  his  ability  or  taste.  About  that  time,  Anderson,  who 
collected  the  ancient  charges,  in  connection  with  Desaguliers,  thcu  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  arranged  a  system  of  lectures.  In  1732  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England  commissioned  one  Martin  Clare  •  to  prepare  a  system  of  lectures 
which  should  be  adapted  to  the  existing  state  of  the  Order,  without  infring- 
on  the  ancient  landmarks.'  'This  version  of  lectures,'  says  Dr.  Oliver,  'was 
so  judiciously  drawn  up  and  arranged,  that  its  practice  was  etjoiued  upon  all 
the  Lodges  ;  all  other  lectures  being  abrogated  and  pronounced  obsolete.' 
Some  ten  years  after  this,  Dr.  Manningham  added  froms  of  prayer,  the  general 
practice  having  been  to  use  a  selection  from  the  prayer  book  of  the  church, 
which  always  lay  upon  the  Master's  table. 

"Soon  after  this,  Lodges  No.  2,  S  and  4  were  instituted  in  this  city,  under 
authority  of  the  Ancient  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  They  of  course  received 
the  work  and  lectures  from  England,  being  those  of  Clare  asd  Manningham; 
arranged,  of  course,  by  Dermott,  to  suit  the  change  made  by  the  separation 
of  the  Royal  Arch.  Dermott's^rs<  edition  of  Ahiman  Rezon  is  published  in 
1756. 

"  Some  ten  years  after  this,  before  1770,  Thomas  Dunkerly,  a  very  learned 
man,  was  authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  called  Modern,  to  re- 
model and  prepare  a  new  code  of  lectures.  Dunkerly  was  a  liberal  and  popu- 
lar man"  frequently  visited  the  Ancient  Lodges,  was  intimate  with  Dermott, 
gathered  from  him  his  new  arrangement  of  the  Royal  Arch,  and  introduced  it 
into  hi-*  system  of  lectures,  which  '  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  without 
amendment,  and  its  practice  enjoined  upon  all  the  Lodges  under  its  jurisdic. 
ion.' 

"  The  system  of  work  and  lectures,  of  both  Dermott  and  Dunkerly,  was  in- 
troduced into  this  country  by  persons  coming  over,  and  especially  by  the 
Army  Lodges  in  the  British  service,  both  before  and  during  the  Revolution- 
ary war.  We  have  historic  evidence  that  there  was  intercommunion  between 
some  of  these  Army  Lodges  and  No.  3,  of  this  city,  in  relation  to  the  Royal 
Arch.  The  work  and  lectures  so  received,  with  perhaps  slight  variations  cal. 
culated  to  simplify  and  reduce  in  length  without  losing  in  substance,  we  be- 
lieve  to  be  the  work  in  Pennsylvania  now,  so  far,  at  least,  as  the  work  is  done 
in  conformity  with  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Chapter. 
The  spirt  of  Pennsylvania  Masonry  has  at  all  times  been  highly  conservative 
and  opposed  to  change.  No  change  is  known  ever  to  have  been  made.  No 
teacher  or  lecturer  on  the  work  of  Masonry,  except  appointed  and  instructed 
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by  our  Grand  Lodge,  has  ever  been  encouraged  or  tolerated  in  Pennsylvania. 
No  monitor  or  manual,  or  system  of  lectures,  has  ever  V>een  adopted  or  recom- 
mended by  either  Grand  body,  except  the  Pennsylvania  Ahiman  Rezon  ;  the 
first  edition  of  which  was  published  in  1783,  and  which,  in  addition  to  his'ori- 
cal  matter,  the  ancient  charges  and  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  merely 
contains  the  public  ceremonial,  prayers,  chargss,  &c. 

"  Whence,  then,  it  may  ba  asked,  arises  the  difference  in  work  ?  We  answer 
first  in  the  idea  extensively  held,  that  as  the  ritual  and  lectures  are  not  land- 
marks, it  is  competent  for  every  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Chapter  to  alter, 
change  and  revise  them  at  pleasure.  Second,  in  the  r  >ge  for  lecture  making, 
which ''was  the  offspring  of  the  unhappy  schism  in  England — the  effects  of 
which  extended  to  this  country. 

"The  system  of  lectures  to  which  we  have  last  alluded  had  scarcely  become 
general  in  England  before  Hutchinson,  author  of  a  work  entitled  '  Spirit  of 
Masonry'  star  ed  a  system  of  lectures  of  his  own  in  the  North  of  England. 
Near  the  same  time,  Preston,  author  of  'Illustrations  of  Masonry?  taught  his 
system  in  the  South  of  Engl  md.  These  two  learned  and  accompl  shed  Ma- 
sons, soon  afterwards  united  their  views  and  formed  an  entire  system  of  lec- 
tures, more  full  and  beautiful  than  any  in  use  before.  This  system  prevailed 
in  England  till  the  union  of  the  two  Grand  Lodges  and  the  healing  of  the 
schism  in  1813.  One  of  the  first  acts  of  this  United  G.  Lodge  was  to  author- 
ize the  Rev.  Dr.  Hemming,  their  Senior  Grand  Warden,  to  revise  the  lectures. 
His  report  was  adopted,  and  is  now  the  established  system  of  teaching  Masonry 
in  England,  although  many  Lodges,  it  is  said,  prefer  and  still  practice  the 
Hutchinson  and  Preston  system.  This  certainly  accounts  for  any  difference 
in  the  work  between  us  and  the  Engli-h  Lodges  of  this  day,  as  they  have 
countenanced,  if  not  adopted  and  authorized  three  changes  of  lectures  since 
we  receiv  d  our  Masonry  from  them. 

"In  resard  to  our  own  country,  it  is  well  known  that'  ths  Hutchinson  and 
Preston  system  was  introduced,  and  that  one  or-  more,  lecturers  travelled  in 
some  of  tue  Eastern  States  teaching  it.  But  the  great  difference  in  work  be- 
tween Pennsylvania  and  her  sister  States  has  been  the  result  of  the  work  and 
labor  of  Thomas  Smith  Webb,  the  American  lecture  mak  r.  The  system  of 
Webb  was  gathered  from  all  othes  before  him,  though  mostly  from  Preston, 
from  whom  he  is  said  to  have  rec  ived  instructions  while  on  a  visit  to  Eng- 
land. He  acknow'edge*  his  ob'igitions  to  Preston  in  the  first  edition  of  h:s 
Monitor,  published  in  1797.  This  system,  either  as  first  arranged,  or  as  after, 
wards  changed  by  Webb  himself,  or  the  other  monitor,  manual,  or  cba't  ma- 
kers, who  have  copied  Webb's  work,  adding  plates,  des'gns,  &c,  or  as  enlarg- 
ed and  varied  by  the  lecturers  sent  out  to  teach  it,  is  and  has  for  half  a  century 
been  the  work  in  nearly  all  the  Masonic  Lodges  in  America  outside  of  Penn- 
sylvania It  has  also,  in  some  of  its  features,  crept  into  many  of  the  Lodges 
and  Chapters  in  the  Northern  and  Western  part  of  our  State.     We  will  not 
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here  express  our  opinion  as  to  the  right  or  wrong  in  this  question  as  to  differ- 
ence of  work  ;  nor,  as  to  which  is  the  bat  or  most  beautiful  system.  But  we  do 
here  express  our  decided  opinion  that  beyond  all  reasonable  doubt,  our  work, 
in  its  main  features,  is  the  old  and  ancient  work  as  practiced  one  hundred  years 
ago,  and  that  the  other  work,  differing  from  ours,  has  been  derived  from  some 
of  the  later  systems  we  have  mentioned." 

It  is  the  policy  of  Pennsylvania  masoniy  to  abstain  from  frequent  or  ex- 
tend d  publications  of  its  proceedings ;  a  policy  certainly  to  be  very  much 
regre' ted  if  that  State  contains  within  its  limits  many  masons  who  use  the 
pen  with  the'intelligence,  research,  and  elegance  of  the  late  M.  E  G.  H.  P., 
Companion  Parke. 

The  eighteenth  convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United 
States  is  appointed  to  be  holden  in  the  City  of  Memphis,  on  the  second  Tues- 
day in  September  next,  and  if  this  Grand  Chapter  intends  to  be  represented  in 
it,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  the  proper  arrangements  for  that  purpose  at 
the  present  convocation  ;  but  the  members  of  this  Grand  Chapter  should  be 
informed  that  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States  is  fast  crumb- 
ling into  decay.  Eight  of  its  constituent  members,  namely,  Pennsylvania, 
Virginia,  Kentucky,  Florida,  North  Carolina,  Vermont,  Iowa,  and  Georgia, 
have  already  withdrawn,  and  it  is  likely  that  the  other  Grand  Chapters  will 
withdraw  at  their  next  annual  convocations.  It  always  was  a  usele  s  but 
very  expensive  concern,  and  now  that  the  Union  is  broken  up,  it  is  6ca  cely 
consistent  with  the  dignity  of  Southern  Grand  Chapters  to  belong  to  an  asso- 
ciation peculiar  to  the  United  States  Under  these  circumstances  your  com- 
mittee offer  the  following  resolution  : 

"Resolved,  That 'he  connection  subsisting  between  1he  Grand  Chapter  of 
Alabama  and  the  Oeneral  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States  be,  and  the 
same  is  herfby,  dissolved." 

Your  committee  have  thus  noticed  all  the  topics  that  they  deemed  of  im- 
portance in  the  corr  spondence  of  the  past  year.  They  have  purposely  made 
their  report -very  brief,  and  tor  iwo  reasons — first,  because  it  is  useless  to  iter- 
ate long  extracts  from  the  rep  -Tts  of  other  Grand  Chapters  which  are  scarcely 
read  by  one  in  a  hundred  of  our  members,  and,  second,  because  it  is  very  ex- 
pensive. 

Tour  committee  having  thu3  performed  what  they  considered  to  be  their 
duty,  hope  that  the  result  of  their  labors  will  be  approved  by  the  Grand 
Chapter.
